This victory, in conjunction with 
the vague idealism of the American Note 
on the subject of Soviet Russia, may en- 
courage Paris in its desire to assist 
General Wrangel, but we hope that our 
French friends will refrain from over- 
hasty action, The» Matin, usually well 
informed, publishes a statement which, if 
correct, indicates an important departure 
im French policy. It says that the French 


i matic and commercial relations “ to- 
morrow’ with the Russian Soviet—on 
three conditions. Poland must be “safe 
and free ”; Russia’s debts must be recog- 
nised ; and the Bolsheviks must prove by 
a constituent assembly that they really 
represent the Russian people. No fault 
can be found with these conditions; and, 
if the Bolsheviks. accept them, world peace 
will be ih sight. Hitherto France has 
refused point-blank to have any truck, 
conditionally or -otherwise, with Soviet 
Russia, and the statement of the Matin 
must be accepted with all due reserve. 
Nevertheless, the events of the past week, 
particularly the action of British Labour, 
have wrought many changes in inter- 
national politics. One thing is fairly cer- 
tain. If Poland is to be saved, all 
thoughts of war must be abandoned. 
France requires an independent Poland 
to act as a check to German expansion 
eastwards ; therefore, it does not seem to 
be unlikely that she will recognise that 
the British policy towards the Bolsheviks 
is, perhaps, the safest after all. Whatever 
henpens, France and Great Britain must 
stick together. «All other issues are 
negligible when the great alliance is at 
stake. 


» The Cost of War. 


The third report of the Committee of 
Public Accounts, which was issued in the 
form of a White Paper on Saturday, pro- 
vides some ie “sg as well as some 
melancholy, reading. It shows that the 
net cost of the war was £8,286,274,112, 
out of which, however, substantial sums in 
the nature of loans are repayable. The 
number and diversity of subjects of ex- 
penditure that engulfed this prodigious 
sum are, naturally, innumerable. They in- 
clude, the report indicates, not a few that 
searcely come under the head of success- 
ful war-making—grants to assist the dye- 
making industry, to increase flax cultiva- 
tion in Ireland, to promote flax cultiva- 
tion in England, to establish schools for 
training boys as pneumatic rivetters, and 
so forth. Nearly all these far-flung 
schemes of expenditure resulted in a loss. 
It is gratifying to observe that the War 
Office, by which the greater share of the 
eight billions was spent, is congratulated 
by the Committee on its “good system of 
accounting and of financial administra- 
tion at the War Office.”
